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DR. ARTHUR 


WHEN about going to press, we received the sad news 
of the death of our friend Dr. Arthur C, Burnell, which 
took place at his residence, West Stratton, Micheldever, 
on the night of the 12th of October. Dr. Burnell retired 
from the Indian Civil Service in consequence of suffering 
from an insidious disease, from which he had vainly sought 
relief at various Continental watering-places; he might, 
however, have lived for some years longer, had he not 
caught a cold which culminated in inflammation of the 
lungs, which his debilitated state prevented him from suc- 
cessfully combating. A memoir of Dr. Burnell by his friend 
Dr. R. Rost may be expected very shortly, and when it has 
appeared, we may have occasion to refer to it; but in the 
mean time we think we cannot do better than reproduce Col. 
H. Yule’s sympathetic tribute to the memory of his departed 
triend, which appeared in the Times of October 20th :— 
“The first column of The Times of Monday announced the 
death of Dr. Arthur Burnell, at the early age of 42. The 
name is not widely known to an English public, but his loss 
will be lamented by Oriental scholars all over Hurope. It 
may be safely said that he was the most eminent scholar 
whose name has stood on the list of the Indian services for 
many years past. He was born in 1840, the son of the late 
Arthur Burnell, of the East India Company’s service, and by 
his mother’s side great-nephew of the late Sir William Coke, 
Chief Justice of Ceylon. After studying at King’s College, 
London, he passed for the Indian Civil Service in the fourth 
year of the competitive system, and went to India in the 
same year (1860). Professor Max Miiller, who was one of 
his examiners, finding that Burnell had taken to Tamil, but 
knew little of Sanskrit, told the candidate that he would not 
find Sanskrit a stiffer fence than Tamil, and that he would 
never know Tamil well without knowing Sanskrit. This 
remark, as Burnell told the great philologist years after- 
wards, stuck to him, and made him go at Sanskrit full speed. 
Till 1868 Burnell held subordinate posts in various districts 
of the Madras Presidency, from Malabar on the West Coast 
to Nellore on the Hast. After two years in Hurope, he 
returned in 1870, to act as District Judge, again in various 
districts, but longest at Tanjore. At this place also was 
committed to him the duty of examining the great collection 
of Sanskrit MSS. in the library of the deceased Maharajah. 
His intense devotion to study, in addition to his official 
duties, impaired his health, and, after returning from a short 
leave to England in 1879, it quite broke down. In 1880 he 
obtained furlough, and after he had struggled through more 
than one dangerous illness, his friends began to hope that, 
though either severe labour, or a return to India, was out of 
the question, he might still enjoy a fair measure of health 
and accomplish some literary work. What seemed a happy 
occasion also favoured him in the grant of ‘a proportionate 
pension’—an exceptional measure, which circumstances led 
the Indian Government to concede to a few members of the 
Madras service who had not completed the obligatory period. 
The Governor in Council (Mr. Grant Duff), in publishing 
Burnell’s retirement, placed on record his regret ‘that the 
Madras Presidency should be prematurely deprived of the 
services of so distinguished a scholar.’ Some weeks ago, at 
his house near Micheldever, he caught a cold, which induced 
inflammation in the lungs. His strength gradually failed, 
and he died on the night of October 12. He was buried on 
the 17th, in Micheldever churchyard. The works which are 
most likely to preserve Burnell’s name are the ‘Tanjore 
Catalogue,’ and the ‘ Hlements of South Indian Paleography.’ 
The library of Tanjore was first brought to notice by an 
estimable person, who was strongly attached to Burnell, and 
who preceded him to the tomb by less than a year—viz. 
Prince Frederick of Schleswig-Holstein, better known of late 
years as Count Noér. Lord Napier and Httrick, then 
Governor of Madras, deputed Burnell in 1871 to report on 
the library. He found it of much greater importance than 
had been imagined, and suggested a full catalogue. This he 
was authorized to undertake. But the task was subject to 
many interruptions, and was not completed till 1878-9. It was 
printed by Stephen Austin, of Hertford, in 1880, and fills 208 
pages of large quarto size, with 30 pages of indices prepared 
by another attached friend of Burnell’s, Dr. Reinhold Rost, 
of the India Library. ‘The work represents an enormous 
mass of dogged and learned labour. It affords a kind of 
conspectus of the Sanskrit literature of the South of India, 
and exhibits the important part which was played in the 
peninsula in the later development of that literature. More 
has been done, Burnell observes, in this way, in the past 
1,000 years in the South than in the North. His ‘South 
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( Indian Palesography’ wus originally intended as an introduc- 


tion to the catalogue. This work, which is of far more 
general interest than the former, was first published in 1874, 
and again (much enlarged) in 1878; both editions being 
printed, and the second beautifully printed, at the Basel 
Mission Press at Mangalore. Dr. Rost writes that ‘ Burnell’s 
publications on Hindu law are also striking in their way. 
His identification ot Madhava and Sayana (preface to his 
edition of the Vans& Braéhmana, 1873), though not univer- 
sally accepted, is one of the most brilliant contributions 
to Sanskrit literature made in this century.’ In his ac- 
quaintance with the South Indian vernaculars and thej 
dialects Burnell stood probably unrivalled, or rivalled on¥ 
by Bishop Caldwell. In the last years of his life Burnell 
took great interest in the history and literature of Portu- 
guese India, and collected many valuable books on the 
subject, which would probably (had life been spared) have 
formed the foundation of interesting work. Preliminary 
works of love in this connexion were a reprint (1881) for a | 
few friends only, in very handsome form, of the excessively 
rare and curious Letter written in 1505 by King Emmanuel 
of Portugal to Ferdinand of Castille, giving an account of 
the Portuguese discoveries and conquests in the Indies, and 
a ‘Tentative List of Books and some MSS. relating to the 
History of the Portuguese in India Proper’ (Mangalore, 
1880). Burnell was a lover of books in every kind—he read 
largely, collected largely, lent liberally, and spent largely 
upon them. He has left more than one task incomplete, 
including an annotated edition of ‘ Linschoten’s Voyages,’ for 
the Hakluyt Society. Of this about two-thirds of the first 
(or East Indian) part are in type. Another is the ‘ Dis- 
cursive Glossary of Indian Colloquial Terms,’ advertised by 
Mr. Murray. This a joint undertaking with a friend, had 
been the occasional occupation of both for many years, and 
his part in it had been pretty well completed. ‘The circle of 
Burnell’s intimates was not large, but where he gave his 
friendship it was given very heartily and generously. There | 
remains but to add that the University of Strasburg some 
years ago conferred on him the degree of Ph.D. in honour 
of his ‘Indian Paleography,’ which he acknowledged by 
dedicating to the Philosophical Faculty there the second 
edition. In 1880 the Viceroy (Lord Lytton) gave him the 
Companionship of the Indian Empire.”

**T have attempted here to give an alphabetical list of the writers 
on the history of the Portuguese in India and the connected matters. 
My object in printing a few copies of the following pages is as 
follows :—In the course of twenty years’ studies relating to India, I 
found that the history of the Portuguese had been shamefully 
neglected, Robertson (probably Raynal) already pointed out in the 
last century our immense debt to the Portuguese: ‘It is to the dis- 
covery of the passage to India .... and to the vigour and success 
with which the Portuguese prosecuted their conquests and established 
their dominions there, that Europe has been indebted for its preser- 
vation from the most illiberal and humiliating servitude that ever 
oppressed polished nations.’ In attempting to get better information, 
I found that the true history of the Portuguese in India furnishes 
most important guidance for the present day, and that the assertions 
commonly made about it are utterly false, especially in regard to the 
ecclesiastical history. To collect this information it cost me so much 
labour and expense, that some friends interested in the subject ex- 


pressed a wish to know where to find it; for them I print the follow- 

ing pages. 

‘“*The Portuguese bibliographical works are at once very scarce, 
very dear, and very troublesome to use, as the names are arranged 
according to the first Christian name of the writer. I have here put 
all in the usual and convenient order followed in other countries, and 
made such additions as several years’ reading have brought to my 
notice, 

‘* This list is, then, chiefly compiled from the books themselves and 
where that was not possible, from :—‘ Barbosa-Machado Bibliotheca 
Lusitana,’ ‘ Bibliotheca scriptorum Societatis Jesu,’ ‘Figaniére Bib-

** All these books contain much the same entries, but one often 
mentions books both printed and MSS., which are not noticed by the 
others. I have also used booksellers’ catalogues, and especially those 
of Mr. B. Quaritch, with advantage; also Watt, Brunet’s ‘ Manual 
du Libraire,’ etc., Salva’s ‘ Catalogo,’ and J. L. Whitney’s ‘ Catalogue 
of the Ticknor Collection,’ I much regret not having been able to 
use Quelif’s and Echard’s ‘ Scriptores ordinis Predicatorum.’ 

** Lord Stanley of Alderley has given very full indications of autho- 
rities in his prefaces to his publications (for the Hakluyt Society), 
which have been of much use to me, 

“ The following pages are, I believe, the first attempts of the kind; 
the books I have referred to abound in obvious errors of many kinds 
which I have sometimes been able to correct, but have often been 
obliged to ieave as I found them. I cannot have failed to have added 
others of my own, but, I trust, not many, 

‘* As regards MSS., I have entered a select few only; the abolition 
of the monasteries of the Peninsula must have caused the loss of 
most mentioned.—Tanjore, 1880.—A. B.”

He had been engaged together with Col. H. Yule, C.B., for 
some time in the compilation of ‘* A Glossary of Anglo-Indian 
Terms,’ which was announced a short time ago as ready for 
publication, and it is to be hoped that Dr. Burnell’s death will 
cause no further delay. He left the complete Manuscript of 
his ‘Translation of the Laws of Manu,” which will appear 
in *‘ Triibner’s Oriental Series.”” He contemplated the follow- 
ing works, of which we do not know how far his labour had 
progressed, and whether there is any likelihood of their ever 
being put before the public :—

Dr. Burnell was received amongst the Positivists in 1878; 
he was to have come to London in August last, to have 
received the Sacrament of Humanity, according to the rites 
of the Positive religion, but was too feeble to leave hig 
country residence for that purpose.

PROFESSOR E. H. PALMER AND THE MISSING EXPEDITION. 


THE reported murder of Prof. Palmer, which was telegraphed 
by Col. Warren, has thrown quite a gloom over the country, 
and particularly Cambridge, in which town he was born, and 
of whose University he has been an ornament. He was left 
an orphan at an early age, and was much indebted for 
tuition to the late Rev. George Skinner of Jesus College. 
When very young, he showed a great aptitude for mastering 
languages, especially Oriental ones, and his acquaintance 
with Arabic was so perfect that it is probable there is not 
a passage in the Koran he could not recite when needed. 
In the Desert he was, in fact, a Sheikh amongst the Sheikhs, 
being known as the Sheikh Abdulla. Professor Palmer 
made a very successful journey in July last through the 
Desert, having only one servant with him, and reached Suez 
in August. is expedition is not claimed to have been one 
for the purchase of camels, and we have no doubt that it was 
this journey which enabled Sir Garnet Wolseley to make his 
attack without fear of molestation in his rear. Professor 
Palmer started on his second expedition, on the 10th August, 
ostensibly to buy camels, taking with him three thousand 
sovereigns and three or four European companions. On the 


journey the party seem to have got separated from their 
baggage train, which was rumoured to have been attacked, 
but it seems not improbable that Professor Palmer had gone 
on to keep an appointment he had made with the Sheikh of 
the principal Arab tribes of the Peninsula. That Professor 
Palmer’s companions, Captain Gill and Lieut. Charington, 
have been murdered, there seems little doubt, from the 
remains found by Col. Warren, who is said to have also 
found the remains of a third body. But that does not 
account for the five persons said to have formed the party. 
The finding of a truss we attach little weight to, as a traveller 
on a journey would be likely to take a second one with him 
in his baggage. Cala’at Nakhl in the Tih, for which place 
the expedition started from Suez, is described by Professor 
Palmer as ‘‘a wretched square fort in the midst of a glaring 
desert plain, the picture being backed up with some rather 
pretty limestone mountains.” ‘lhe inhabitants of this place 
seem little better than their surroundings, and we should 
rather credit the murders that have been committed to the 
Governor of Nakhi and his followers, than to the Bedouins 
of the interior, amongst whom Professor*Palmer had before 
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travelled in safety. Should it turn out that he has lost his 

life, it will have been in the service of his country, which 

can ill afford to spare him, and we hope his wife, whom he 
married about three years ago, and her two children, besides 
two by his first wife, will be provided for by the Government. 

A member of the present Administration, when interrogated 

by the member for Newcastle, had the assurance to state 

that Professor Palmer volunteered his services! It is easy 
to perceive the object which dictated this statement. Prof. 

Palmer did not volunteer his services, but was specially 

solicited to render them on a promise that they would be 

properly requited, and that his family would be provided for 
if any misfortune befell him on his mission. 

In order to show what an astonishing amount of good 
work Professor Palmer has done, although only forty years 
of age, we annex a list of his works, but it would be im- 
possible at present to enumerate his contributions to the 
daily, weekly, monthly, and quarterly press.

Tus work is an attempt to produce a scheme of natural 
religion expressly from a woman’s point of view. The

that it distances Deity from our sphere of knowledge, as 
much as renders into nearness and clearness our conscious 
self-concern with religion. That is, it gives a definite practi- 
calness to religion. Religion now, as ever, remainsa binding 
of the human “soul,” individually, with the general “ soul” 
of nature, and our disciplining into obedience to this relation ; 
but this effect is now revealed, it is here assumed, to be alone 
capable of being secured through a production of religious 
formulas, of dogmatic kind, such as rightfully shall indeed be 
consecutive to the main dogmas of Christianity. Religion, 
namely, must consist wholly for the future, as to its practical 
or moral side, in the supply of motive to a quasi-scientific 
regulation over the sphere of our affections; these being 
naturally divided into the trinity of departments which regard 
severally our ties of filio-parenthood, of brotherhood, and 
of sexhood. And this is recognized as amounting to the 
same thing with giving, henceforth, a wholly-remodelled 
form, and enhanced strictness, to the institution of Family, 
as based on a specialized contract of religious kind.

BANCROFT’S HISTORY OF THE PACIFIC 


THIS may truly be considered as one of the most important 
historical works ever issued in America. It is substantially 
a continuation of the same author’s ‘‘ Native Races of the 
Pacific States,” published in 1875. The enormous mass of 
facts brought together by years of laborious work and welded 
into one harmonious whole, at once established the reputa- 
tion of the author as one of the greatest living historians. 
What he then did for the ‘‘ Native Races,” he has now done 
for the subsequent history of that portion of the New World, 
covering as near as may be one-tenth of the earth’s surface, 
and destined probably at some future date to become more 
important than any section of the Old World, about which 
the British public at the present moment concerns itself,

PANINI’S SuTRAS.—It is proposed to ae Panini’s Hight 
Books of Grammatical Sutras, edited, and with an English 
translation by Mr. William Goonetilleke, of Kandy, Ceylon. 
Volume I. Part I. will be 2s. 6d. to subscribers and 3s. 6d. 
to non-subscribers. Twelve parts will constitute a volume, 
and subscribers are expected to pay for all the parts of 
each volume in advance. Messrs, T'riibner & Co. receive 
subscriptions for the work. 

INDIAN LirERATURE.—Mr. Ulrico Hoepli, of Milan, has 
published a very useful series of Manuals on Science, Litera- 
ture, and Industry in Italian, the thirty-sixth of which isa 
very concise and at the same time lucid manual of the litera- 
ture of India by Prof, Angelo de Gubernatis. This little 
book will be a reliable guide for Italian students of Oriental 
classics, and at the same time will give the general Italian 
student just as much as he wants to know about what has 
been done and what is doing in this field of knowledge. 

KANARESE DynastIEs.—The Bombay Government Central 
Press have issued ‘‘ The Dynasties of the Kanarese Districts 
from the Earliest Historical Times to the Muhammadan 
Conquest of A.D. 1318.” by Mr. J. F. Fleet, of the Bombay 
Covenanted Civil Service, etc., etc., which was written for 
the Bombay Gazetteer. These Dynasties are compiled from 
the inscriptions which abound in Western India. Mr. Fleet 
says that the first systematic collection of these inscriptions 
was made by Sir Walter Elliot, K.C.S.I., who, when in the 
Madras Civil Service, was employed for a long time in that 
part of the country. Besides a large number of facsimile 
impressions of copper-plate grants, of which only a few have 
as yet been published, he compiled manuscript copies of no 
less than 595 stone tablet inscriptions from the Kanarese 
country alone, and in the Sanskrit from the old Kanarese 
languages, in addition to a large number of others from the 
Telugu country in the Telugu language. 

CUNNINGHAM’s ARCHHOLOGICAL SURVEY OF INDIA.— 
Volume Thirteen of this Survey contains a Report of Tours in 
the South-Eastern Provinces in 1874-5 and 1875-6, by J. D. 
Beglar. It deals with the little-known portion of the South- 
Eastern Provinces between Chhattisgarh and Ratak. There 
are also some notices of places in Rewa and the Central 
Provinces on the West, and Orissa on the Hast. Some of 
these places were quite unknown archeologically previous 
to Mr. Beglar’s visit, viz. Chandrehi on the Son river in 
Rewa, Turturia in the Central Provinces, and Ranipur-Jural 
in the State of Karund. In this latter place is a fine specimen 
of the Indian Hypoethral Temple, of which only a few now 
exist. Mr. Beglar also visited the sites of Khandagiri, 
Udayagiri and Dhauli, where are the famous rock edicts of 
Asoka. Major Cunningham concludes that Chandrehi and 
Turturia, with their fine architectural remains, must have 
belonged to the powerful Kulachari Rajas of Chedi, and not 
to the aboriginal Gonds who came from the hills. 

REPORT ON THE CENSUS OF BERAR, 1881.—The Deputy 
Superintendent of Census Operations, Berar, Eustace J. 
Kitts, B.C.S., has issued his Report, and it has been 
printed at the Education Society’s Press, Byculla, Bombay. 
Besides the dry tables of figures, no doubt of great use to the 
statistician, which form 207 pages of this folio volume, Mr. 
Kitts has devoted over 200 pages of letterpress to matter of 
interest to the general reader, treating on the manners, 
customs, religions, sects, of the castes and tribes of Berar. 

PunsaB ETHnoLoey. — We have received a document 
rinted at the Punjab Government Civil Secretariat Press, 
hoes) being a ‘‘ Memorandum for Guidance in Collecting 
Ethnological Notes,” by Denzil Ibbetson, Esq. The sub- 
divisions of castes and tribes through the Punjab amounts to 
many thousands, and this memorandum is intended to enable 
the census enumerators to give more exact information about 
the origin, religion, superstitions, inheritance, relationship, 
intermarriage, occupation, social status, sects and trade 

ilds. 
ae Panpit.—We have received the first part of the 
continuation of the New Series of the Pandit, which we 
announced in the last number of our REcorRD as preparing 
for publication. It is an 8vo. of 176 pages, and contains 
Nos. 1, 2, 8, and 4 of Volume IV. The “ Pandit,” First 
Series, appeared in June, 1866, and was continued to May 
1876, 10 volumes in all. The present series commenced 
publishing in June, 1876, and was suspended for want of 
support in July, 1879.

THe Binarf LaNncuaGE.—Messrs. Geo. A. Grierson and 
A. F. Rudolf Hoernle, of Calcutta. have issued a prospectus 
of a Comparative Dictionary of the Bfharf language, which 
is now acknowledged to be a distinct language from Hindi, 








and spoken by about sixty millions of people. Triibner and 
Co. receive subscriptions to this work, which will be in large 
4to. size of 1,500 pages, and issued in parts containing 100 
pages each at 4s. per part. 

FrencH Inp1a.— We have received from M, Julien 
Vinson, Professor of the Hindostani and Tamil languages in 
L’Ecole Nationale des Langues Orientales Vivantes, two of 
his pamphlets, one extracted from the ‘‘ Revue Orientale,” 
entitled ‘Histoire Religieuse de L’Inde Francais — Une 
Sainte (ivaiste” (A Sivaiste Female Saint). The other is

Scolaire, 1881-2.” Both of the above are printed in Paris. 


THE DORDRECHT COLLEGE (GYMNASIUM).—We have re- 
ceived the Programme of the Course of Instruction of the 
Gymnasium for 1882-3, which contains “‘ Al Restis en Savitri, 
Mythologie en Poésie,” and ‘‘De Stroohalm als Rechts- 
symbool,” by Dr. J. 8. Warren. the Classical Master of the 
Gymnasium, Dordrecht, Holland. 

THE EASTERN QUESTION.—This is the title of a pamphlet 
published in Boston, Mass., giving an outline of Moham- 
medanism, its Rise, Progress, and Decay by Mr. Joseph 
Schelbut, of Aleppo, an Arab by birth, cousin to the 
Patriarch of Antioch, and Private Secretary to the Vicar of 
that city. This little brochure gives a graphic picture of the 
impressions produced on a native of the far Hast, where cities 
have the dullness of cemeteries, when landing in New York, 
where everything seems full of life and vigour. Mr. 
Schelbut naturally set to work to discover the causes of 
these effects, and his researches have led him to the con- 
clusion that the reason of the difference lies in the religions 
of the Hast and West, the Mohammedan religion being 
repressive, non-civilizing, and non-progressive, while the 
Christian religion is elevating, civilizing, and progressive. 
He has, we think, however, overlooked one very important 
factor in the condition of the United States, and that is, 
that religion as such, or perhaps a better word would be 
sectarianism, is not allowed any political standing, neither 
is ignorance. We have yet to learn that Russia, which is 
a Christian country, shows a marked progress in civilization 
compared to Turkey. Ignorance is ignorance, be it Christian 
or Mohammedan, and that is the dragon it requires a St. 
George to battle with, 

Le VENpDIDAD.—M. C. de Harlez, of Louvaine, has issued 
a criticism entitled ‘‘Un Fragment du Commentaire de M. 
Darmesteter sur Le Vendidad.” 

SoutH AFRICA AND Irs LANGUAGES.—Dr. Theophilus 
Hahn, the Colonial Philologist at the South African Public 
Library, delivered an address **On the Science of Language 
and its Study, with Special Regard to South Africa.” ‘The 
lecture is an interesting review of the subject on which it was 
delivered, and does not need Dr. Hahn’s apology at the com- 
mencement for his imperfect knowledge of English, for as a 
written production it shows an intimate idiomatic knowledge 
of the English language. 

ETHNOLOGY OF THE DoBRuDscHA.—M. Léon de Rosny, 
of Paris, last year undertook, under the patronage of the 
French Government, an ethnographical exploratory journey in 
Roumania, particularly in the Dobrudscha. He has brought 
from this journey a considerable number of very important 
documents, and has himself taken 372 photographs, which will 
appear shortly in a work he is preparing on this subject. 
His studies in Roumania and the Turkish and Tartaric 
portion of the Dobrudscha have enabled him to make an 
ethnographical map of this interesting district, in which he 
gives for each town, village, and hamlet, the ethnographical 
proportions of this very mixed population. Amongst the 
documents which will figure in this work, we notice the 
important unpublished outline map of the towns and locality 
near the mouth of the Danube. The photographs of M. Léon 
de Rosny are reproduced by the heliographic process, and 
some are printed in colours. This work, which will be an 
edition de luxe, is of great interest at the present moment, 
when Russia claims exclusive control of one mouth of the 
Danube, in defiance of the Commissions. 

PauL Hryse.—Among the many remarkable works of 
Paul Heyse his novel, entitled ‘‘ Kinder der Welt” (Children of 
the World) is probably the most remarkable one. It has 
always been a matter of very great regret to all who have 
a true knowledge and warm appreciation of the best German 
literature that the work in question should have been a sealed 
book to the general English reader who has no knowledge of 
the German language. It is quite likely that intending trans- 
lators have hitherto been deterred from undertaking the work 
by the spirit of intolerance which is still so rife in this island. 
But a translation has at last appeared in three handsome 
volumes, published by Chapman & Hall. The bookisa living 
protest against narrow ignorant orthodoxy, and all credit is due 
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to the translator for thus breaking the cry of Anathema which 
is sure to be raised by certain circles. A comparison of the 
translation with the original has convinced us that the 
translator has produced a most excellent work. He has trans- 
lated idiom into idiom, and the book reads throughout like an 
original work. Our hope, indeed we might say our conviction 
is, that the book will meet with a warm reception from men 
and women of culture both here and in America. 


A VERY ORIGINAL BIBLIOPOLIST.—Some of our readers 
may remember F. G. Tomlins, the author of some school 
books and several dramatic volumes. On sorting over our 
papers, we came across the following anecdote of him, but 
are unable to credit it to the original source from whence it 
eame. The late Frederick Guest Tomlins, a historian and 
journalist of repute, concluded, Mr. G. A. Sala tells us, in 
the autumn of his life that he would set up as a retail 
bookseller. He proposed to deal chiefly in medizval litera- 
ture, in which he was profoundly versed. This venture was 
scarcely successful. A customer entered his shop one day 
and asked for a particular book, as marked in the catalogue. 
“T had really no idea that it was there,” meditatively 
remarked Mr. Tomlins, as he ascended a ladder to a very 
high shelf, and pulled out a squabby little tome. Then he 
remained about five-and-twenty minutes on the ladder 
absorbed in the perusal of the volume, when the customer, 
growing impatient, began to rap on the counter with his 
stick. Thereupon Mr, F. G. Tomlins came down the ladder. 
“Tf you think,” he remarked, with calm severity, to the 
intending purchaser, “that any considerations of vile dross 
will induce me to part with this rare and precious little 
volume, you are mistaken. It is like your impudence. Be 
off with you!” 

THE GaELIc Unton.—This Society, which is under the 
patronage of the Archbishop of Cashel and the Presidency of 
The O’Conor Don, has for its objects the preservation and 
_ cultivation of the Irish language. It proposes to establish 
and perpetuate a publication and prize fund for the pro- 
duction of books printed in Gaelic for the use of schools, 
to encourage a familiar use of the language by those who 
know how to speak it, and to promote the production of a 
modern Irish literature, original and translated, by offering 
prizes for competition. The head-quarters of the Union are 
at 19, Kildare Street, Dublin, and the Honorary Secretary is 
the Rev. Jas. Nolan, St. Teresa’s, Clarendon Street, Dublin. 
The Society also propose to publish a monthly journal to be 
called The Gaelic Union Journal. 


THE Hamitron Manuscripts.—It is reported that 
through the influence of the Crown Prince of Prussia, the 
Prussian Government have purchased this unique collection 
of Manuscripts for the sum of seventy-five thousand pounds. 
It is much to be regretted that this splendid collection was 
not secured for our National Museum Library. We under- 
stand the complete auction catalogue was printed and the 
entire edition destroyed. 


Socrtau Lire IN THE REIGN OF QUEEN ANNE.—Mr. John 
Ashton’s ‘Social Life in the Reign of Queen Anne,” 2 vols., 
Chatto and Windus, is an appropriate book in these times of 
Queen Anne revivals. Mr, Ashton, who some time ago gave 
to the public an important work recording a literature now 
died out, that of “Chap Books.” has. done full justice to the 
subject he has now takenup. We must however own that we 
prefer the times we live in, and would not change for those 
of Queen Anne, even if we were to lose again some of the 
comforts and artistic utilities which we have lately borrowed 
from her times. Mr. Ashton gives chapters on Childhood, 
Education, Marriage, Houses, Furniture, Servants, Daily 
Life, Superstition, the Drama, Crime, Prisons, and in fact 
on all and everything that goes to make up social life. 

OLD PaRisH REGISTERS AT HERTFORD. — Mr. W. M. 
Wood, “reader” at Messrs. Stephen Austin and Sons’ Printing 
Hstablishment at Hertford, has lately made a transcript of 
the oldest register belonging to St. Andrew’s parish, in that 
town. ‘The period covered is, roughly, 1560-1650; and there 
are about 3000 entries, some of them very curious. Mr. Wood 
is now transcribing the oldest register belonging to the other 
parish, Al] Saints’, in Hertford. The period covered is about 
the same as in the case of St. Andrew’s; but being a much 
larger parish, the entries are estimated to number nearly 
8000. Both registers are in good preservation, with the 
exception of a few paper leaves in that of All Saints’. 

THE GrRowrH or InTELLECT.—Dr. R. M. Bucke, the 
Superintendent of the Asylum for the Insane, London, 
Ontario, read a paper at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Superintendents of American Institutions for the 
Insane held at Cincinnati in May and June, 1882, which was 
published in the American Journal of Insanity for July, 1882, 


rise. 


on “ The Growth of the Intellect.” Dr. Bucke’s article is a 
very suggestive and thoughtful one, and is on the growth of 
the conglomerate intellect, or that of the “‘grand-man;” he 
shows that the intellect of the species grows in the same 
manner as that of the individual by “concepts,” and shows 
that this is proved by language, each concept needing a word 
to convey it to others. As an illustration Dr. Bucke takes 
the concept of colour; he takes for granted that the earliest 
race of man was only conscious of one, and later on of two, 
red and black. When the Rig Veda was composed, three 
were recognized, red, yellow, and black, and still later on 
white and green, but blue is not mentioned once in the Rig 
Veda, the Zend Avesta, the Homeric Poems, or the Bible; 
descriptions of the sky are found, but not once any mention of 
its colour. Dr. Bucke shows that the sense of fragrance was 
a still later acquirement' than the colour sense, as the Book of 
Genesis states that there were in Paradise all kinds of trees 
‘that were pleasant to the sight and good for food ;” whilst 
the later apocryphal book of Henoch extols the fragrance 
of the Tree of Knowledge. In the books of the Bible the 
fragrance of flowers is first mentioned in the ‘‘ Song of Songs,” 
a book of comparatively late date. 

INDIANS OF THE TIERRA DEL FurGo.—Dr, Julius Platz- 
mann, the distinguished traveller and botanist, has probably 
done more than any other man living for the elucidation of 
American Indian Languages. We have repeatedly had 
occasion to refer in the RrEcorD to his contributions to 
American philology, and have now the pleasure of calling 
the attention of Americanists to his Glossary of the Fuegian 
language just published at Leipsic under the title of ‘‘ Glossar 
der Feuerlandischen Sprache,” in a handsome square 8vo. 
volume of lvi. and 268 pages. The volume is preceded by 
an interesting geographical and ethnographical introduction 
and contains a Fuegian-German and a German-Fuegian voca- 
bulary. In the appendix is found the parable of the Sower in 
Fuegian, a Nomenclature of some Fuegian plants, and also 
an article on the distribution of the different kinds of beech 
trees over the earth. The portrait of a Fuegian, in woodcut, 
is inserted in the volume, as well as an excellent Map of the 
southern part of Patagonia, Tierra del Fuego, and of the 
Falkland Islands, If it is considered that Dr. Platzmann 
had hardly any more materials to compile his glossaries from 
than the Gospel of St. Luke, translated into the Jahgan 
dialect, printed in London in 1881, all the more credit must 
be given to his patient industry and unflagging enthusiasm. 

BIBLIOGRAPHY — RECENT, SPECIAL, AND GENERAL.— 
Lovers of Goethe will be pleased to see a Bibliographical 
list of the English translations and annotated editions of 
Goethe’s Faust, compiled by Mr. William Heinemann, which 
appeared in the August and September numbers of the 
Bibliographer.—Amongst the Bibliographical contributions 
edited by Mr, Justin Winsor, and published by the Library 
of Harvard College, of which we have spoken occasionally, 
there are two very useful ones issued this year, ‘‘ A Biblio- 
graphy of Fossil Insects,” by Samuel H. Scudder, and a 
‘List of American Authors in Geology and Paleontology,” 
by J. D. Whitney.—We note the friends of Mr. F. Leypoldt 
are endeavouring to procure some little benefit for him by 
disposing of the rest of ‘‘ The American Catalogue,” of which 
but very few remain on hand. A circular has been issued 
appealing to Librarians to patronize this work, if they have 
not already done so. We consider every large Library at Home 
and Abroad ought to purchase a copy of this catalogue, because 
it will not be reprinted, will in time become scarce, and then 
every copy deposited in a free library would be available 
for reference when unobtainable by purchase.—‘ Rational 
Classification of Literature” is the title of a pamphlet by 
Mr. F. B. Perkins, the Librarian of the San Francisco 
Public Library, giving some useful hints for shelving, and 
cataloguing books in a library; a new edition has just 
appeared.—The Librarian of the Providence Public Library 
issues very useful monthly “Reference Lists” on current 
topics. “The Suez Canal” appeared in the January 
Number, and in the Number for July ‘“‘ Huropean Interests in 
Kgypt.” The June Number “The Last Years of the Roman 
Republic,” and on “ University Education in Germany.” 
‘‘ Local Self-Government” is given in the July and August 
Numbers. The volume for 1881 contains thirty-five lists, on 
biographical, bibliographical, historical, scientific, and other 
topics which current history has made prominent, 

LONGFELLOW AND EMERSON. — The proceedings at the 
monthly meeting of the Massachusetts Historical Society, held 
on Thursday, April 13th, 1882, and also those held on Thursday, 
May llth, 1882, have appeared as ‘‘'The Massachusetts His- 
torical Society's Memorial Volume,” which contains the 
addresses and eulogies by Dr. G. E. Hillis, Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Charles E. Norton, and others, together with Mr. 
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Emerson’s tribute to Thomas Carlyle and his earlier and 
much-sought-for addresses on Sir Walter Scott and Robert 
Burns. It is illustrated with two full-page portraits in 
albertype after Mr. Notman’s faithful and pleasing photo- 
graphs of Mr. Longfellow, and Mr. Hawes’s celebrated photo- 
graph of Mr. Emerson, taken in 1855, so highly prized by 
collectors. It is in one volume, quarto, boards, uncut; or in 
white vellum, cloth, gilt top, uncut edges. A very limited 
edition has been printed. 

THE MonocrapH.—This is the title of a serial collection 
of indexed essays published monthly, at Bangor, Maine, by 
Q. P. Index. The essays are biographical, and the selection 
takes a wide range, from Antoninus and Cleopatra, to 
Buonaparte and Moltke. ‘Che number before us is Felipe II. 
by John Fiske. The object of these essays is to meet the 
wants of city and school libraries by information readily 
accessible in a convenient form for the benefit of readers 
whose time is limited, and the editor promises to give such 
as unite scholarly accuracy with literary merit. 


TROPICAL AGRICULTURE.—The literature of tropical Agri- 
culture is not so prolific as to make the following two journals 
de trop. One we had the pleasure of announcing was in 
preparation in Nos. 171-2 of our ReEcorD, viz. ‘The Journal 
of the Royal Agricultural and Commercial Society of British 
Guiana,” vol. i. part 1, for June, 1882, edited by HE. F'. im Thurn, 
M.A. It contains articles on ‘* Cocoa Cultivation,” ‘“‘ India- 
rubber and Gutta Percha,” ‘*The Influence of Boiling on 
Cavassa,” besides others of interest, together with the Report 
of the Society’s Meetings from January to June, 1882. It is 
published by J. Thomson of Demerara. The other journal 
comes to hand from a different tropical quarter, Colombo, 
Ceylon; it is entitled the “ Tropical Agriculturist, a Monthly 
Record of Information for Planters,” compiled by Messrs. 
A. M. and D. J. Ferguson, of the Ceylon Observer. Volume 
Xlii., now just completed, contains 13 numbers, or 1088 pages 
of matter, in double columns, small 4to., with a good index. 
To cultivators of coffee, tea, cocoa, cinchona, palms, sugar, 
rice, tobacco, or other tropical produce, this Journal will be 
very valuable. 


A DiIcTIONARY OF NEEDLEWORK.—Mr. L. Upcott Gill, 
of the Bazaar Office, 170, Strand, has issued “‘ The Dictionary 
of Needlework, an Encyclopedia of Artistic, Plain, and 
Fancy Needlework.” Illustrated with upwards of 800 wood 
engravings. The Plain Sewing, Textile, Dressmaking, 
Appliances and Terms, is edited by S. F. A. Caulfeild. The 
Church Embroidery, Lace, and Ornamental Needlework by 
Blanche C. Saward. The volume is in 4to. size, similar 
to the Art Journal; the engravings admirably illustrate the 
text, which is very full and complete. The ladies will find it 
an indispensable companion to the work-table, and if it is 
patronized to the extent it ought to be, it will be one of the 
most successful books ever published, and will benefit both 
the projector and the purchasers.

The works 
contemplated in the series are such as will be indispensable 
to the future student of American archeology, ethnology, or 
linguistics. They will be printed from type, in medium 
octavo, on heavy paper, and but very few copies will be struck 
off beyond the number subscribed for. A subscription to the 
first number will not bind the subscriber to future volumes. 
No. I, the ‘‘ Maya Chronicles,” will be ready before the close 
of the present year. The appearance of subsequent numbers 
will depend upon obtaining competent editors, and the 
encouragement offered by those engaged in these studies. 
The following are some of the works which it is proposed to 
issue in this series.—No. I.—The Chronicles of the Mayas, 
Edited by D. G. Brinton, M.D. This volume will contain 
five brief chronicles in the Maya language of Yucatan, 


written shortly after the conquest, and carrying the history 
of that people back many centuries. Four of these have 
never been published, nor even translated into any European 
tongue. Each will be given in the original, with a literal 
translation and grammatical and historical notes, To these 
will be added a history of the conquest, written in his native 
tongue by a Maya chief, in 1562. This also is from an 
unpublished MSS. ‘The texts will be preceded by an intro- 
duction on the history of the Mayas; their language, calendar, 
numeral system, etc.; and a vocabulary will be added at the 
close,—No. II. Central American Calendars. A number of 
native calendars and ‘“‘ wheels,” used by the Mayas, Kiches, 
Cakchiquels, and neighbouring tribes, in reckoning time and 
forecasting the future, will be published for the first time, 
with explanations. From lack of sufficient material, this 
important point in American archeology has remained 
extremely obscure. The collection which it is intended to 
embrace in this volume is unquestionably unique of its kind. 
—No, III. The Annals of Quauhtitlan. The original Aztec 
text, with a new translation. This is also known as the 
Codex Chimalpopoca, It is one of the most curious and 
valuable documents in Mexican archwology.— No. [V. The 
National Legend of the Creeks, Edited by Albert S. Gatschet, 
Mr. Gatschet will present (1) The original German account, 
written in 1735, by which this legend has been transmitted : 
(2) Its English translation: (3) Its retranslation into the 
Creek language, in which it was originally delivered, by an 
educated native: (4) Its translation into the Hitchiti, 
a dialect cognate to the Creek: (5) Glossaries and ethno- 
graphic notes,—No, V. The Chronicles of the Cachiquels, 
These chronicles are the celebrated Memorial de Tecpan 
Atitlan so often quoted by the late Abbé Brasseur de Bour- 
bourg. ‘They are invaluable for the ancient history and 
mythology of Guatemalan nations, and are of undoubted 
authenticity and antiquity. Other works of equal interest 
will be added, if the series proves acceptable to scholars. 
The above order of issue is uncertain. 


AMERICAN PHILOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Proceedings of 
the Fourteenth Annual Session, held in Cambridge, Mass., 
July, 1882.—The Session was called to order at 8 P.M., in 
the Assembly Room of the Faculty of Harvard College 
(University Hall), by the President, Professor Frederic D.

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AMERICAN GEOGRAPHICAL Society. —Volume Thirteen 
of the Journal of the American Geographical Society has 
just been issued for the year 1881, containing the Transac- 
tions and papers read before the Society. General Cullum, 
the Vice-President, indicated on a map the course of the 
Jeannette from Behring Strait to the point where she was 
crushed in the ice, and then the course of the crew in small 
boats to the mouth of the river Lena from the time they 
abandoned the vessel on June 11, 1881, near the New Siberian 
Islands. The additions to the Library of the Society and its 
map rooms during the year have been 1,265 items, 704 being 
books, 474 pamphlets, 83 maps and 4 atlases. The high 
estimation in which the publications of the Society are held 
in Europe and America is proved by the frequent applica- 
tions for them, by travellers, scientific men, and learned 
institutions. 

THE RounpD-RoBIN SERIES.—The last volume but one of 
this series of novels, which are published without authors’ 
names, is entitled ‘‘ Leone,” which is the name of a brigand. 
The scene is laid in Italy, the characters being Americans, 
Italian artists, priests, and brigands. The plot is well put 
together, and the interest kept up to the end. It is such a 
novel as the sculptor Story might write.—The last volume is 
entitled “Dr. Ben, an Episode in the Life of a Fortunate 
Unfortunate,” and is a novel, the plot of which hinges on 
lunacy and the lunacy laws in America. 

Lazy Hour SeEries.—Billy Blewaway’s Alphabet, by 
G. EF. Godfrey, is, we presume, the first publication in the 
above series. It is a picture alphabet for little folks in 
comical style with white silhouettes on a blue ground, and is 
published by Messrs. J. R. Osgood & Co., of Boston, Mass. 

POPULATION OF THE UNITED StTatEes.—Mr. William H. 
Boyd, of Washington, D.C., and publisher of the Directory of 
the District of Columbia, has just issued a handy little 
pamphlet at a small price, which brings the United States 
Census within the means of even the poorer classes of 
emigrants, who naturally like to know as much as they can 
about the land they mean to make their future home. Mr. 
Boyd’s plan is an alphabetical list of villages and cities in 
the United States, with the number of inhabitants in each 
when that number reaches 500 and upwards. It is compiled 
from the Census documents of 1880, and at the end contains 
tables of the comparative populations of 1870 and 1880, of 
the cotton manufactures of the U.S. in 1880, and of the 
distances between the principal seaports of the world in 
statute miles. 

HARBOUR DEFENCE IN THE U.S.A.—The enormous coast= 
line of the United States renders it impossible to defend it in 
the manner adopted by more compact countries. At the same 
time its extent is on the other hand a protection in itself, 
as the attack of an enemy would be of very little moment 
except at certain points it is necessary to preserve intact. 
In connexion with the coast defence the Chief of Engineers, 
General H. G. Wright, has issued in the Professional Papers, 
Corps of Engineers, U. 8S. Army, No. 23, a Report upon 
Experiments and Investigations to Develope a System of 
Sub-Marine Mines for Defending the Harbours of the United 
States, by Lieut.-Col. Henry L. Abbot. Only a limited 
number of this book have been printed, and it is likely to 
be a reference book on this subject for some years to come, 
as Lieut. Abbot has gone thoroughly into the matter, and 
gathered together all the available information on the subject. 


Bacterta.—Dr, Charles 8. Dolley, of Rochester, New 
York, has sent us a very interesting paper on Bacteria, as 
beneficial and noxious agents, read before the Rochester 
Society of Natural Sciences. While accepting the theory 
that these organisms are instrumental in spreading disease, 
he argues that the Bacteria which spread disease are exactly 
the same in formation and character as the harmless ones, 
the only difference being that those that spread disease have 
been nourished and developed in the poison of the disease 
they spread. 

A RATIONAL CLASSIFICATION OF LITERATURE.—Mr. F. 
B. Perkins has just issued a revised edition of his ‘‘ Rational 
Classification of Literature for Shelving and Cataloging 
Books in Libraries,” with an Alphabetical Index. There is no 
subject of more interest to a librarian than classification, and 
there is nothing that is more arbitrarily treated, so that a 
rational system will be welcomed by many. 

INDEX CATALOGUE OF THE SURGEON-GENERAL’S LIBRARY. 
—The third volume of this magnificent model of biblio- 
graphical labour has just been issued. It includes 9,043 
titles under authors’ names, representing 10,076 volumes and 
7,386 pamphlets, 8,572 subject titles of separate books and 
pamphlets, and 28,846 titles of articles in periodicals. It also 
records 4,335 medical portraits, under the heading ‘ Collec- 
tion of Portraits.” 





RicuMonD, Va.—The capital of Virginia possesses natural 
advantages which must in defiance of all hindrances even- 
tually bring it to the front as a commercial centre. Besides 
being on a naturally beautiful site, it possesses advantages 
which sooner or later must render it a great distributor of 
produce as well as a manufacturing producer itself, and in 
the latter particular it has much greater facilities than 
Northern and Western Cities which are already great centres 
of distribution, but have not its water power, which is 
sufficient for mills that would supply all the Union with 
cotton fabrics from the raw material which may be said to be 
grown on the spot. The Trades Committees of the Chamber 
of Commerce and Commercial Club, Richmond, Va., have 
issued a pamphlet with two good maps, to which we would 
refer our readers for further information, 


AN AmusINnG FourTH oF JULY ORATION.—The Passenger 
Department of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
way, Milwaukee, Wis., have issued a ‘‘ Fourth of July” 
oration by Col. P. Donan, of the Fargo (Dt.) Argus, entitled 
“A Scream from the American Eagle in Dakota.” It 
humourously relates the progress of the United States during 
the last fifty years, and especially the district traversed by 
this Railway in its route to Dakota. 


MissIssIPpP1.—Amongst the many States of the Union 
which have been recently issuing handbooks for the informa- 
tion of immigrants, it is quite right that the fertile one of 
Mississippi should not remain in the background ; therefore 
we are pleased to see that the Hon. E. G. Wall, the Com- 
missioner of Immigration and Agriculture, has issued one 
giving a brief history of the State, with a list of its officials, 
a geographical, geological, and topographical description of 
Mississippi, the railroads, the climate and rainfall, the 
education, institutions, taxation, and laws. It also gives 
statistics of labour and how employed, the productions of the 
State, and very full information as to the price, quality, and 
suitability of land for any particular product. There are 
also accounts of the success of individual immigrants in 
certain counties of the State, besides a short comparison 
between the household expenses in Mississippi as compared 
with other parts of the United States of America. The 
handbook is accompanied by a very full and well-executed 
map of the State. 


GREENE TOWNSHIP, OH10.—Messrs. Robert Clarke & Co., 
of Cincinnati, deserve the thanks of historians and archzolo- 
gists for certain publications issued by them relating to local 
antiquities in the U.S. A., which can scarcely be remunera- 
tive in a commercial sense. One of this character we have 
just received, being an ‘“ Historical Sketch of Greene Town- 
ship, Hamilton County, Ohio,” contained in an address 
delivered by Mr. C. Reemelin, author of ‘‘ American Politics, 
1881,” before the twenty-third annual festival of the Greene 
Township Harvest Home Association, August 31, 1882. 


FISHERIES AND FISH-BREEDING, CANADA.—From the 
Canadian ‘ Fisheries Statement,” 1881, we find that the total 
yield of the fisheries of Canada in 1881 was $15,817,162.64, 
being an increase over that of 1880 of $1,317,182.93, exclusive 
of the catch in Manitoba and the North-west Territories, of 
which there are no returns. The report of Samuel Wilmot, 
on Fish-Breeding Operations in the Dominion during 
1881 is issued separately from the “ Fisheries Statement.” 
This gentleman’s report shows that during the past two 
years there has been a falling off in the production of 
Salmon; and if the same conditions obtain for any length 
of time, the salmon fisheries of New Brunswick would be 
speedily exhausted. Salmon production in all parts of the 
world shows remarkable fluctuations, in some parts falling off 
fifty per cent., and rising again later on in the same ratio. 
The reports on fish-breeding, published both by the United 
States and Canada, clearly show that of late years artificial 
fish-breeding has become a prime necessity, the artificial 
method securing about eighty-five per cent. of young fish 
against three to eight per cent. by natural means; so that it 
is easy to see that, if nature was relied on, fish would soon 
cease to be an article of food. Professor Baird, the United 
States Commissioner of Fisheries, states that in the near 
future the artificial breeding of fish will render the fishermen 
of the United States independent of the Dominion coasts and 
treaties. 


CANADIAN LITERATURE.—Mr. Henry J. Morgan, Keeper 
of the Dominion Records, who has just issued the third 
volume of the Dominion Annual Register and Review for 
1880-81, announces his intention to bring out a new edition 
of ‘* Sketches of Celebrated Canadians and Persons connected 
with Canada,” and also ‘* The Bibliotheca Canadensis, or a 
Manual of Canadian Literature.” Mr. Morgan established 
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in 1862 ‘“*The Canadian Parliamentary Companion,” which 
he brought out up to the year 1866, since which time it has 
been under the editorship of Mr. C. H. Mackintosh. ‘The 
Tour of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales through 
British America and the United States,’’ Montreal 1860; 
‘**Tndustrial Politics of America,’’ Montreal, 1864; ‘Place 
British Americans have in History,” Ottawa, 1866; and 
“The Canadian Legal Directory,’ Toronto, 1878, are also 
works for which the Dominion public are indebted to Mr. 
Morgan. 

THE VicTortIaAN YEAR-Book.—Mr. Henry Heylin Hayter’s 
eighth issue of the Victorian Year-Book for 1880-81 has 
reached us. We note the duties on imports range from 5 to 
25 per cent. in this colony, which forms about the thirty-fourth 
part of the area of Australia, This we presume may be con- 
sidered the representative protectionist colony, and New 








South Wales the representative free-trade one, and those 
who peruse the statistics of both can form their own con- 
clusions.

Park, Massachusetts. He was born at Cranford, Wexford, 
Ireland, Nov. Ist, 1809, and was educated at the Academy 
of Belfast. Though brought upa Roman Catholic, he became 
a Unitarian minister, and officiated in Greenock two years 
and Liverpool three years. In 1840 he emigrated to America, 
where he lectured and preached. He was the author of the 
following works, ** Lectures and Essays,” 2 vols. Boston, 1845 ; 
‘Christian Thoughts on Life,” 1850; ‘ Illustrations of Genius 
in some of its Applications to Society and Culture,” 1854; 
** Human Life in Shakespeare,’ a series of Lectures, of which 
a new edition appeared this year. 

Haas.—The following obituary notice of Dr. Ernst Haas 
who died on the 8rd July after a long illness, is taken 
from the Atheneum, and is supplemented by such additional 
information as we have been able to procure. He was 
born at Coburg on the 18th of April, 1835, and received his 
early education at the grammar school of his native place. 
At Haster, 1852, he became a student of the University of 
Berlin, and after a year he went to Bonn, to devote himself 
to the study of medigval history and literature as well as of 
Teutonic and Romance philology. Later on he began to 
learn Sanskrit as a basis for his other linguistic studies. 
Gradually, however, as he gained a deeper insight into its 
structure, and became better acquainted with its literature, 
this new study exercised such an attraction on him that he 
thenceforth gave his time exclusively to it, and exchanged 
Bonn for Tubingen for the purpose of enjoying the benefit of 
Prof. Roth’s teaching. He finally returned, in 1855, for 
another year to Berlin, to attend the lectures of Prof. A, 
Weber and work at the Sanskrit MSS. in the Royal Library. 
It was from these MSS. that he gathered the first fruits of 
his Sanskrit studies, consisting in an elaborate treatise on 
the marriage rites of the ancient Hindus according to the 
Grihyastitras. On the ground of this treatise he took his 
degree at Tiibingen in 1859. It appeared subsequently, with 
valuable notes by the editor, in the fifth volume of Weber’s 
‘‘Tndische Studien,” pp. 267-412, and is still the standard 
authority on the subject. During his holiday visits to Coburg, 
Dr. Haas was a frequent and ever-welcome visitor at Neusess, 
a village two miles from that city, where Friedrich Riickert 
resided, and he received from the veteran poet and scholar 
every advice and encouragement. Of the influence which 
that friendly intercourse with Riickert exerted upon the dis- 
eiple he often spoke with fervent gratitude. After spending 
three years as private tutor in Holstein and Paris, Haas 
went to Scotland, where he resided for three years in 
the same capacity in the family of Lord Minto, with whose 
sons he travelled in Germany and Italy during the winter 
months of 1864 and 65. His appointment in the British 
Museum dates from 1866, his tenure of the Professorship of 
Sanskrit in University College from 1875. He was engaged 
from 1870 to 1876, conjointly with Prof. J, Eggeling, on the 
cataloguing of the Sanskrit MSS. of the India Office Library. 
The patient and accurate scholarship which he brought to 
bear on this laborious task will not be fully appreciated by 
Sanskrit students until the work shall have passed through 
the press. His two papers, ‘‘On the Origin of Hindu Medi- 
cine, with special reference to Sueruta,” in Zeitschrift der 
Deutschen Morgenliindischen Gesellschaft, vol. xxx. pp. 617-670, 
and ** Hippokrates and Hindu Medical Science in the Middle 
Ages,” ib., vol. xxxi. pp. 647-66, are based on his examina- 
tion of the Sanskrit medical manuscripts in that library. 
Thongh intended to disprove the antiquity and independent 
origin of Hindu medicine, which are nevertheless still held to 
be a moot question, they contain so much new matter, so 





portant and indispensable factors in any fresh discussion of 
the subject. His ‘‘ Catalogue of Sanskrit and Pali Books in 
the British Museum,” published in 1876, is a pattern of 
accuracy, and shows how well acquainted he also was with 
the modern literary languages of India, the study of which 
he had commenced in Paris in 1860, Indeed, had he lived, 
he would have brought out, on the same plan, the far 
more extensive catalogue of books on and in the Indian 
vernaculars as represented in the British Museum, on the 
compilation of which he had for years been working when 
his fatal illness overtook him. Amongst the Collectanea he 
has left behind him, have also been found valuable notes 
towards a Prakrit grammar, which it was his intention here- 
after to publish; they are unfortunately not in a sufficiently 
forward state to be worked up into shape. Whoever may be 
selected to succeed him in his post will find his work clearly 
traced out for him, and will have no difficulty, after clearing 
off the arrears which must necessarily have accumulated 
during Dr. Haas’s long illness, in continuing the cataloguing 
and arrangement of the Oriental, more especially the Indian, 
books on the lines laid down by his predecessor. For, as he 
was deliberate and fastidious in his speech and in whatever 
he wrote, so he was deliberate and methodical in everything 
he undertook. He was an anima candida in every respect, 
independent in his judgment, of quiet, studious, unobtrusive 
habits. Himself an accomplished pianist, he took a warm 
interest in music, as he did in literature and art. The wide 
range of his acquaintance with the literature of the Hast 
stood him in good stead in the course of his official duties in 
the British Museum, and was ever readily placed by him at 
the service of those who came to consult him. He has made 
his mark on Oriental scholarship, and leaves a fair name 
behind him for solidity of learning, for helpfulness and kind- 
liness of disposition, and for the accaracy and trustworthiness 
of all his literary work. 


Hatm.—One of the lights of German learning has departed 
in the person of Karl von Halm, who died on the 5th of 
October in his seventy-fourth year. Most of his life was 
passed in Munich; he was born and educated there, first 
at the Gymnasium, and then at the University under 
Thiersch. After an interval of a few years, during which 
he worked as a schoolmaster at Speyer and Hadamar, he 
returned to Munich in 1849, to become rector of the newly 
founded Maximilian-Gymnasium—an office which he relin- 
quished in 1856, when he was nominated to the distinguished 
post of Director of the Munich Library and Ordinary Professor 
at the University. His life, therefore, was all along busy; 
but in his case, as in that of Ahrens, Meineke, and so many 
eminent names in German philology, scholastic duties do not 
seem to have been found incompatible with the interests of 
learning. He was certainly one of the best Latinists of his 
time, and the range of his knowledge was such that he was 
equally at home with Cicero and Quintilian and with the 
Latin Fathers. Those who knew him personally will not 
easily forget the distinction of his manner and his somewhat 
ecclesiastical air, which made one think for the moment that 
one was talking with an abbé of a former age rather than 
with a living German philologist.— Atheneum. 


Hamittron.—On July 25th, in his ninetieth year, at Long 
Branch, New Jersey, died John Church Hamilton, whose 
antecedents very nearly carry us back to Revolutionary times, 
He was the son of General Alexander Hamilton, and was 
born in Philadelphia in 1792. He served in the war of 
1812 as aide to General Harrison, but retired from the army 
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in 1814. His literary labours were ‘‘ Memoirs of the Life 
of Alexander Hamilton,” 2 vols. 1834-40; ‘The Works of 
Alexander Hamilton,” 7 vols., 1851; a History of the 
Republic as traced in the Writings of Alexander Hamilton.” 
2 vols., 1858; and ‘‘The Federalist, with Notes and Com- 
ments.” 

STEERE.—On Sunday the 27th of August last died Bishop 
Steere, at Zanzibar, where he had done good work in opening 
the languages of Central Africa to Huropeans, and by his 
translations helping to found a literature for that region. He 
was born in 1828, and educated for the Bar; his predilections 
however, were for theology and metaphysics. He graduated 
at University College, London, in 1847. After having been a 
curate in Devonshire, a rector in Lincolnshire, he joined his 
friend Bishop Tozer in the Universities Mission on the River 





Shire. Bishop Steere, by his Handbook and his Dictionary, 
has brought the Swahili language within the reach of Huro- 
peans, and thislanguage isto South Africa what the “ Lingua 
geral’’ is to South America. 


Vick.—Mr. James Vick, Secretary of the American Pomo- 
logical Society and well-known seedsman, died on June 7th, 
at Rochester, New York. He was the playmate of Charles 
Dickens, and both were baptized in the parish church of 
Kingston.

There must necessarily be a close alliance between true merit and success—else the unexampled success of Hartmann’s 
‘* Philosophy of the Unconscious” would baffle all reasonable explanation. But its cause is perhaps not far to seek ; the 
author of the work is one of the most gifted, yet independent, disciples of Schopenhauer, whose system of Philosophy he 
exhibits in a masterly way, attempting at the same time to harmonize it with those of Hegel and Schelling. As he is, 
moreover, master of a lucid and elegant style, a larger number of general readers has been attracted by and fascinated 
with the work than is, as a rule, the case with works on metaphysical subjects.

probability take place next Easter—will satisfy all reasonable expectations.

It is now fully sixty years since Schopenhauer’s Opus Magnum—destined to work a revolution in the philosophical 
speculation of the century—made its first appearance. Still, such was the indifference exhibited towards this work by 
the author’s contemporaries occupying the chairs of philosophy at the different German Universities, that a few years 
after its appearance, the greater part of the edition found its way into the paper-maker’s tub. It was only towards the 
close of the first half of the present century that a reaction set in, and that the work, hitherto unaccountably neglected, 
commenced to assert its claims to the attention of the public.

A translation of the work has long been needed, but the difficulties were 
great, and several efforts in that direction were killed in the bud. 

The present translation, which the publishers hope at no very great distance of time to submit to a discerning public, 
has been undertaken by two gentlemen, trained in German philosophical thought at German Universities, and prepared 
for the task by an intimate acquaintance with the principles of Schopenhauer’s philosophy.

India is rapidly increasing in interest, not only to Statesmen, Merchants, and Manufacturers, but also to Tourists and 
Artists, as well as to Students of Natural History and Philology, and every branch of Antiquarian research. Being the 
cradle and home of some of the most remarkable religious developments still holding sway over by far the greater part of 
the vast population of Asia, a knowledge of Indian Literature, History, and Art has become an interesting study to the 
general reader as well as to the Orientalist. 


It has long been recognized that the Ancient Monuments of India are tangible embodiments of the ideas of their 
builders, and of the age to which they belong; as such they deserve careful attention, and are full of instruction in their 
various relations to Architecture, Sculpture, Religion, and History. Comparative Paleeography and Architecture render 
invaluable aid in arranging these remains in chronological order, and thus making them tell the History of Indian Art 
and of the ideas it embodies. 


The Lithographic Drawings, with the Woodcuts and Autotype Illustrations, will speak for themselves, and show 
what a field for artistic study is presented by such remains of ancient Indian Art.
